IN HALL OF HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.

AN Acr to provide for the disposition of canvas, furniture and other property used tem­
porarily in the hall of the house 01 represt:ntatives. 

Be it enacted by tlte General Assembly of tlte State Of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Custodian to take charge of property. That so soon as 
praoticable after the adjournment of the Thirtieth General Assembly, the 
custodian of public buildings and property, shall take oharge of canvas, 
tables and other property which were provided for temporary use in the hall 
of the house of representatives. 
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
